This ditch is about three hun- 
dred feet wide at the top, and one hun- 
dred and fifty feet wide at the bottom, 
and the water within it is as quiet as a 
mill pond. 
It is of beautiful sea-green, 
and the contrast of this color with the 
bare yellow sand which line the banks of 
Ihe canal make it wonderfully beautiful, 
'i'he canal is so narro\v that ships can pass 
-only at certain points, and the manage- 
ment govern these passages just as the 
train dispatchers regulate the i)assage of 
trains ou our trunk lines. 
There are, 
from time to time; through the canal 
wider spaces vhcre the ships must turn 
in while others, which have the right of 
way, may pass them, and at a distance 
these ships seem to be walking, as it were, 
in single file through the desert. 
They 
are not allowed to go over five miles an 
hour, and this is largely due to the depth 
of the canal. 
Its average depth is about 
-twenty-four feet, and many of the ships 
which pass through are more than twen- 
.ty feet deep in the water. 
There is so 
little water under tb'* bottom that there 
'»can be no groat speed. 


The banks of this canal are of dry and 
thirsty sand. 
In some places they are 
kept back by. pavements of stone and in 
• others by a network of twigs like the 
•jetties of the Mississippi, 
It cost nearly 
§100,000,000 to build the canal, and in 
some places the channel had to be cut 
through solid rocks. In others there was 
little dredging needed. 
The waters of 
the 
Mediterranean 
flowed 
into long, 
natural lakes, and these required but 
little excavation to make them deep 
-<inough for the transit of the ships. 
One 
'Of the great problems in making 
the 
-<'anal Avas fresh water for the work- 
men. 
The work was begun in 1858, 
-and the ruler of Eg> |jt provided 25,000 
laborers. These were relieved every three 
months; but it was necessary to feed 
them. 
It took 4000 water-casks, which 
were carried on the backs of camejs, to 
iflupply them with drinking water, and 
this was kept up for fiive years. 
At the 
^end of that time a fresh water canal was 
¡arranged so that the water was carried 
.from the Nile to Ismailia, and there is 
^ow a pipe which runs the whole length 
of the canal, and wlich carries fresh 
water from one end of it to th» other. 
The work of preparing harbors at Port 
tSaid and Suez was very expensive, and I 
took a look at the piers at Port Said, 
•which are intended to ward off the accu- 
mulations of sand and mud, and which 
form the navigable entrance to 
the 
caoal. 
ThcM! pien are made of artific-la'i 


artificial stone will, I am told, last as 
long as the natural article. 


Immense dredges are now employed 
throughout the canal. 
These pump Up 
the sand, which blows in from the des- 
ert, and throw it out beyond the banks. 
There are stations or guard-houses at in- 
tervals along the courac and a few small 
towns have grown up here and there. 
Outside of these towns and the guard- 
houses you see few signs of life. 
Here 
a caravan trots along over the desert, 
the long, ungainly camels, with their 
riders bobbing up and down against tho 
clear sky of the horizon. 
There a floek 
of long-necked cranes springs from the 
water into the air, and now,*away across 
the hot sands at the side of the ship, 
comes into view a new ship and new 
waters which loom up out of the sands 
and which looks lu? real as the green wa- 
ter through which we are moving. 
This 
is the wonderful mirage of the Libyan 
disert, which so often deceives thii*sty 
travellers when passing through it on 
camels. 
It fades as you approach it and 
becomes a very castle in tho air. 


The opening of the Suez Canal took 
place in 1869, and the ceremonies cost 
Ismail Pjisha, the father oi the present 
Khedive, more than twenty millions of 
dollars. 
Among the

notables 
who were present was the 
Empress 
Eugenie, and a grand palace was fitted 
out for her entertainment at Cairo.

Plniits Proteeted by Their Juices, 
When a drop of the juice of sorrel» 
garlic, saxifrage, or nasturtion is put 
upon the tegument of a snail, the animal 
manifests pain and exudes abundance of 
its mucous secretion; yet it is not thus 
affected by a drop of water. 
When 
snails avoid plants marked by such juices, 
we have a right to regard the plants as 
defended by a chemical armor. 
The of- 
fensive substance may also be important 
to the nutrition of the plant, but that is 
not the question we are dealing with here. 
Many plants are evidently lacking in this 
means of defense; for, of .some plants, all 
the animals experimented upon have been 
found to prefer fresh to dead parts. 
Others are 
never touched by 
them, 
whether living or dead. 
Hence we may 
conceive that an infinite variety may exist 
in the degrees of chemical armoring be- 
tween total absence of protection and 
complete protection. 


Plants pertaining perceptible tannin 
are disagreeable to nearly all animals. 
Only swine will cat acorns as if they re- 
gard them as food. 
Other animals re- 
ject them, except when they can 'not get 
anything else. 
Leguminous plants con- 
taining tannin in weak proportions are 
eaten by horses and cattle, but snails are 
not fond of them. 
But the garden snail, 
which lets fresh clover alone, will eat it 
freely after the tannin has been extracted 
with alcohol.—Poimlar Science Monthly,

in which condition it becomes packed in

In England phos])hate is not applied 
to grain crops directly as here, but !s 
used on turnips, iind these arc fed oil by 
sheep on the laud where the roots grow. 
Sheep tint have had some experience will 
dig out the interior of the turnip very 
quickly, leaving the ]>ungent peeling on 
the outside untouched, save where the 
hole was made to get at the centre.

this double working of the phosphate in

effective value for grain, and when eaten 
by sheep is distributed quite 
evenly.

SETTING AtlLK FOU CnEASf. 


It is generally conceded that for the 
best results in butter making, where the 
milk is set in deep cans, the milk should 
be placed in the cream^as nearly as pos- 
sible at the temperature at which it is 
drawn from the cow, there being a con- 
siderable loss of fat in &kim-milk if the 
milk is allowed to cool to any great ex- 
tent before being sot. 
Of late there has 
been 
considerable 
controversy as 
to 
whether it is advisable under any condi- 
tions, to warm the milk before setting, 
and as to the limit of temperature beyond 
which it is not safe to go. 
Mr. 1. P. 
Roberts concludes, as the result of inves- 
tigations at the College 0/ Agriculture at 
Cornell University, that first there is a 
loss of butter when the milk is heated, 
there is no risk of injuring the quality of 
the butter by incorporating in excess of 
caseine, even when the milk is heated as 
high as 135 degrees.—Nm York 
World,

thousands of dollars in some districts. 
Never trot or run a horse suffering with 
tympanitic colic, which presents a s-wol- 
len appearance. 
Walk the iinim-^l slowly, 
or allow to roll at jileasure, taking care 
to provide a suitable place. 
Carrots— 
about one pound each morning, an hour 
before breakfiost—is good for a horse 
troubled with worms. 
Valuable horses 
have been sacrificed by the 
ignorant 
practice 
of 
administering 
medicine 
through the nostrils. 
Ground oilciike in 
single handfuls at regular intervals for 
all kinds of stock is a first-class condi- 
tion powder. All animals, to thrive well, 
require change of diet; too much same- 
ness produces nausea.—New York 2V¿'-

ought not to impose upon his neighbors 
who form the basis of the farmers' mu- 
tual companies.

He said he had done 
it for years and had not had a fire yet. 
It is j)ossible that a man might smoke in 
a powder mill for years without causing 
an explosion, but he would be a very

needs but a spark among hay or straw to 
burn down a barn with the probable loss 
of all there is in it. 
Never do anything 
which is likely to cause a fire. If a fire 
in the barn does occur, there is one thing 
that it is well to remember.

You cannot lead a horse from a burning 
barn in the ordinary way. 
The best way 
is to blindfold the animal. 
This may be 
done by throwing a coat or blanket over 
the head.— Wester?i Rural. 


now TO PL.IXT LIMA BEANS. 


It is almost a xmiversal practice in New 
Jersey to plant lima beans by thrusting 
them into the ground with the eye down- 
ward, farmers claiming that the bean is 
not so likely to rot and the plants appear 
earlier 
than 
when 
the 
seed is set 
otherwise. 
The idea in planting lima 
beans in this way probably originated in 
some one observing that when a bean 
sprouts both root and stem start from the 
eye and the bean is lifted above ground 
the two catyledons becoming the first 
)air of leaves, usually called the seed 
eaves. 
This is true with all species and 
varieties of the bean, while with peas, 
which belong to the same family of plants, 
the seeds remain in 
the ground 
or 
below the surface when they throw up 
a new shoot. 
We have always practised 
planting lima beans the same way that 
we do other kinds, that is, drop them 
on the ground and cover them with a 
hoe, and we have yet to discover that it 
made any difference whether seed was 
covered when lying on the side or set up 
on its edge. 
Try a row of limas next 
year, planting each alternate hill in the 
row different, and see if those with eyes 
down succeed any better than those with 
eyes up; or on the side, laying the bean 
flat—and covering with a hoe—New York 
iSun, 


HIXTS ABOUT nOBSES. 


Once during lifetime is all any man 
need expect to be suited in a family horse. 
Be kind but firm with the horse; petting 
is as much out of place as abuse. 
Feed 
the horse out of a trough placed on the 
ground; this is not only the most natural 
position, but it prevents the proper eleva- 
tor muscles of the shoulder becoii^ing rigid 
and fixed, which by constant use of high 
mangers and tight reining is frequently 
the case.

Like all domestic animals, to be profit- 
able the hog must be well bred. 
The 
scrub hog like the scrub steer is poor 
property. 


When young pigs arc weaned they 
should be fed in a shallow trough, from 
which they can take their food only very 
slowly. 


Protect the young trees from the sun. 
A shield of lath woven together with an- 
nealed wire will answer; it will also pro- 
tect from rabbits in -«inter. 


Chop off the burdock shoots as fast as 
they show above ground. 
Burdocks de- 
light in plenty of food and rob the soil 
for a considerable distance around them. 


If you have no better use for the ground 
from which you have taken the early 
vegetables, sow it to corn for fodder. 
Where the crop is, there will be no 
weeds. 


In sowing turnips use care to scatter 
the seed regularly and evenly. 
Don't 
have big bare spots, then patches where 
the plants are so close together they can 
make no bottom. 


Clean cultivation is the best remedy 
for the root plant 
louse in the apple 
orchard, 
says 
a Kansas 
orchardist. 
Keep it up till the l$t of August, then 
the scythe should bo used to keep the 
wepds down. 


A few sods and a little cow manure 
made into a heap now where you can 
throw kitchen slops, will make an excel- 
lent compost for your flower pots next 
summer. 
But don't have the heap too 
near the house. 


If you want some nice crisp lettuce, or 
fresh green peas when cool weather comes 
again, sow them now; use the early va- 
riety of peas. 
Sprout them slightly be- 
fore sowing, by mixing them with fine 
moist soil for a few days. 


Anything in the nature of lye will de- 
stroy the apple tree borer, or the*young 
borers before they penetrate th<? bark 
very far; but after thé borer^is onpe un- 
der the bark, following it up -with;a wire 
is the only way to destroy it. 
' 


JIassachusetts Phuglman 
suggests tliat 
in tomato blight or black rot rotating the 
tomato with other crops may prove an ad- 
vantage, as it ifi well known to be with 
cabbages and turnips, which are subject 
to the attack of a disease called club-root 
when repeatedly grown on the same land.

One of the great troubles in preserving 
fnut in glass jars is to prevent the forma 
tion of mold on top and the conseqiU'Ut 
spoiling of fruit when it rises abov«* thr 
top of the sirup. 
A very effective, cluMp 
and simple device is a disc of thin Vi iH iT 
of wood, from one-sixteenth 
to 
one 
twentieth of an inch thick and from two 
and three-quarters to three inches in dia- 
meter for one quart jars, made from gum, 
beech, birch, elm or ash, as these wt»»dH 
have no taste nor flavor and will not in 
jure the fruit. 
To use, dip in hot water 
to prevent cracking, slightly bend so iw 
to slip in the neck down below the shoul- 
der of the jar; press down on the fruit so 
as to allow the sirup to rise over it. 
T\w 
shoulder will keep it down and in plac.v 
When you wish to use the fruit removn 
by running a fork under and picking it 
out.— Washijigtojh Star. 


HOW TO PACK PBUITS AND FLOWEBfl. 
Florists and fruit growers are cautioneii 
by an English authority against the um* 
of cotton as a packing material for fr»vsh 
flowers and fruits. 
It is alHrmed that 
cotton ''as a packing material for «'ut 
flowers or living plants, cuttings, scions, 
etc., it is the very worst if employed in 
immediate contact with vegetable tissu«' -*. * 
It is advised, to observe the rule, to first 
wrap fruit in tissue paper before using the 
cotton j which 
may then be employed 
with advantage as a soft padding. 
But 
for bowei*s, plants and cuttings fresh clean 
wood moss is advised. 
An English hor 
ticulturist of experience tells of his sue 
cess in sending cut flowers. This stvret 
is to pack the flowers fii-mly and yet havi« 
some elasticity. 
He packs on a layer of 
moss the flowers, wrajjped in wax papn. 
and over all places a piece of tho corru 
gated brown paper used in shipping hot- 
ties and other glass.—New York 
llcruli.
